May Not Survive

LOS GATOS, (JP) Eleven work¬ 
men were injured and 400 students 
were periled in a terrific pas blast 
at the Los Gatos Union High 
school today. 

Children ran screaming from the 
school, thinking an earthquake had 
occurred. They were calmed by 
Principal Prentiss Brown, who 
dismissed classes in fear another 
explosion might happen. 

The roaring blast shook the 
school auditorium and caused con¬ 
siderable damage to a new wing 
under construction. 

Gas pipes had been laid under 
(he floor of the new wing and 
workmen discovered gas fumes in 
the music room. Eleven men went 
to the basement and someone 
turned on an electric light. The 
explosion followed. 

John D. Carlson, San Jose, con¬ 
tractor of the job, skull fracture, 
both legs broken and internal in¬ 
juries; Pete Buonoccorsi, I>os 
Gatos, badly burned; Mike Pine, 
Los Gatos, broken leg, broken el¬ 
bow and burns; Joseph Camille, 
San Jose, burns; E. C. Nerell, 
Saratoga, cut face, severe shock.

R. Place, San Jose, 
cuts and burns; L. E. Swanger, 
San Jose, cuts ami burns; T. Hart¬ 
man and Arthur Balzer, addresses 
unlearned, both burned, cut and 
bruised. 

Physicians said Carlson, who 
was blown through a concrete 
floor, probably would not survive.

Omission in Text Leaves 
Doubt as to Amount 
Ponds Can Use

Appraisers will have most of 
the preliminary work on the Or¬ 
ange county flood control project 
done inside of 30 days—and the 
duck season will open about that 
time. 

Ducks and the Prado dam go 
to gether naturally. Each has to 
do with water. 

County gun clubs are regulated 
by county ordinance as to the 
amount of water they can pump 
into their ponds. 

The interesting question about 
the ordinance is: "How can it 
be enforced?” Or, "Can it be en¬ 
forced?" 

That it must be enforced, or 
that an enforceable one be sub¬ 
stituted, is apparent. Director W. 
C. Mauerhan of the county water 
district, at a meeting of water- 
minded citizens this week, hurled 
the challenge direct: 

Teeth .Needed 

"I would hate to ask people in 
my district for campaign dona¬ 
tions to help the water bond elec¬ 
tion until one question is settled. 
We must stop non-beneficial use 
of water!” 

But Mr. Mauerhan and the 
supervisors will admit you can't 
stop anything at all without an 
ordinance that binds and has 
teeth. The ordinance put into ef¬ 
fect Nov. 21, 1935, governing the 
use of water by gun clubs in this 
ccunty, has no teeth. In fact, it 
cannot even be explained. 

The ordinance specifically al¬ 
lows to each licensed gun club in 
the county the use of "nine inches 
of water per acre." It also spe¬ 
cifies that the gun club put a 
meter on its pump, and delegates

FASCISTS GO AHEAD 
DESPITE WALL OF W ATER 
By the Associated Press 
A Fascist army, marching 
against Toledo to rescue insur¬ 
gents besieged in the Alcazar, ap¬ 
proached a government defense 
line today despite the 10-foot wall 
of water loosed behind it. 

Reports came of insurgent ad¬ 
vances almost within view of To¬ 
ledo despite government claims it 
had recaptured Torrijos, on the 
Maqueda-Toledo road. 

League Is Flayed 
In Geneva, meanwhile, Julio Al¬ 
varez Dei Vayo, Spanish foreign 
minister, told the League of Na¬ 
tions assembly “the bloodstained 
soil of Spain already is the battle¬ 
field of world war.” He assailed 
European non-intervention as “di¬ 
rect and positive intervention in 
behalf of the rebels.” 

The government said 10,000,000 
cubic yards of water, let out of Al- 
berche river dam, west of Madrid, 
engulfed insurgent encampments 
on the Talavera-Maqueda highway, 
cutting advancing Fascists off 
their base. Men and animals died 
in the flood, the Madrid defenders 
said.

SHANGHAI. — China’s dictator, 
Chiang Kai-Shek, tonight was be¬ 
lieved returning to his capital from 
Southern China to take the trou¬ 
blesome Shanghai incident into his 
own hands. 

While Japanese marines seized 
police control of the Chinese Cha- 
pei district nere and Tokyo gov¬ 
ernment officials asserted they 
would "proceed according to 
events and necessities," large quan¬ 
tities of official baggage was for¬ 
warded north from Canton, where 
the generalissimo has been so¬ 
journing. 

Chiang himself was expected to 
fly to Nanking within a few hours, 
said Canton reports. 

At Nanking, the Shanghai inci¬ 
dent involved the shooting of 
three marines and the preceding 
ailair at Hankow, where a Japan¬ 
ese consular policeman was slain, 
formally were given a place on the 
growing list of Sino-Japanese trou¬ 
bles awaiting settlement. 

The Japan ese consul-general, 
Yakichiro Sumo, handed the na¬ 
tional government foreign office a 
note demanding the government 
guarantee there be no recurrence 
of such incidents.

VATICAN CITY, (JP) Prelates 
said today they "wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised" if the Vatican were obliged 
to give Father Charles E. Coughlin 
a stronger "warning” than the 
I one which appeared recently in 
: Osservatore Romano. 

1 Such a step might be necessary, 
the prelates added, if the Detroit 
radio priest continues his attacks 
on President Roosevelt. 

At Cincinnati, last night, Father 
Coughlin said the President, was 
"anti-God” because, he asserted, 
Mr. Roosevelt "says destroy and 
devastate.” He also asserted he 
would advocate “the use of bullets” 
should an "upstart dictator" make 
the ballot void. 

Such expressions, said the pre¬ 
lates, came clearly under the re¬ 
buke which the Osservatore, au¬ 
thoritative Vatican newspaper, ad¬ 
ministered recently when it said 
it was not proper to attack con¬ 
stituted authorities; much less for 
a priest to do so. 

The newest declarations, they 
added, "cannot be reconciled with 
the belief by authoritative Vatican 
circles that in every polemic, au¬ 
thorities should be respected.” 


Eight alleged bookmakers fac¬ 
ing trial in superior court on Oct.

The 
President was immensely pleased 
with reports submitted. We dis¬ 
cussed his future activities and in 
a general way he presented his 
ideas as to the condition of the 
campaign in recent weeks.”

"Then we’ll go ahead with the 
swimming hole,” says Scotty. 
"There isn't another like it in the 
world, I bet. It’s all curves and 
runs 200 feet long and 90 feet 
wide. See it here. 


“All we have to do is to clean it 
out and set the tile. The walls 
and foundation are all in. 

Tile Cost $30,000 
“The tile alone for the swim¬ 
ming hole cost $30,000. It’s all 
here; has been here six years. See 
it piled over there? Most of it 
came from Spain. 

"There are 15,000 turquoise blue 
tiles in 10-inch blocks for the sides 
and bottom. We got all the fancy 
tile too for the Spanish benches 
and the walk around the pool. 

"The center bridge will have 
four fountains and we got all the 
gadgets, statues, pipes, drainage 
and filterage system and every¬ 
thing for tlie whole job here. 

Job Getting Men 
“The full cost of this swimming 
hole is about $200,000. But all we 
need to finish it is the labor. 

"It will take about 100 men 20 
months to finish the castle. The 
whole job will run about half a 
million. 

“You know out here on the des¬ 
ert we got to keep three gangs 
running—one coming in, one work¬ 
ing and one going out. And it’s 
no small job to feed them, either.” 


DEATH VALLEY RANCH, 
Calif. (JP )—Death Valley Scotty is 
ready to go ahead with his $200,- 
000 turquoise blue tile swimming 
hole.

PHILADELPHIA. UP 1—A com¬ 
bination autogyro and automobile 
passed a maker’s test successfully 
at suburban Horsham Wednesday 
preparatory to its being turned 
over to the department of com¬ 
merce. 

The ship, designed by A. E. 
Larson, chief engineer of the Auto¬ 
gyro Company of America, is a lit¬ 
tle wider and longer than an auto¬ 
mobile and can be placed in an 
ordinary garage. It weighs 800 
pounds. 

James Ray, vice president of the 
company, said the ship was de¬ 
signed so that its owner might 
keep it in his garage, drive it to 
an airport, take off, fly to his 
destination and drive it right up 
to the door. 

The ship has a top speed of 100 
miles an hour in the air and 25 to 
30 miles on the road. 

Ray said the “roadable auto¬ 
gyro” could be produced in quan¬ 
tity to sell for less than $2000. 
The original ship will cost the 
government $12,500. 


Echeandia in 1825 and continuing 
through secularization up to its 
confiscation by Governor Figueroa 
in August, 1834.

When Governor Pio Pico began 
to sell the California missions no 
buyer could be found for Mission 
Dolores, so impoverished had it be¬ 
come. During the gold rush, Mis¬ 
sion Dolores had many unwelcome 
guests and was all but abandoned. 
In February, 1849, Fr. Brouillet 
was authorized to erect a church 
at San Francisco, Fr. Santillan, 
the resident missionary, seldom of¬ 
ficiated at the mission. He estab¬ 
lished the church of St. Francis 
and some of the church goods of 
Dolores were given to it. 

Many Relics Remain 

On March 3, 1858, President 

James Buchanan returned Mission 
Dolores to the Catholic church. 

Mission Dolores today is sur¬ 
rounded by modem buildings and 
only the small chapel structure 
with its charming facade remains. 
Its old paintings, some of the orig¬ 
inal floor tiles, ancient vestments, 
original choir loft and interior dec¬ 
orations executed by Indians of 
long ago make a visit to Dolores 
well worth while.

The Story of Our Missions 


Twenty-one Franciscan missions were founded in California 
by the Rev. Fray Junipero Serra, extending from San Diego to 
what is now Sonoma county. They are among California’s price¬ 
less landmarks. The state department of public works has pre¬ 
pared brief histories of them with directions on how to reach 
them. They will be taken up in the order of their locations from 
south to north, rather than in the sequence of their founding. 
The twentieth installment, telling the story of how Father Serra 
founded Mission San Francisco de Asis, follows: 


ONE DOVE COSTS $10 

LOS ANGELES. UP)—One dove 
cost James Avon, truck driver, 
$10. He was fined that amount 
for shooting the bird out of sea¬ 
son. 


The Clepsydra was an interest¬ 
ing instrument and it had an 
interesting name, which meant 
the “Water Thief” and came 
from two Greek words mean¬ 
ing "thief and water."

diana in the immediate vicinity 
very friendly, but they frequently 
were attacked by enemy tribes 
from what now is Contra Costa 
and remained away from the mis¬ 
sion for long periods. 

Fr. Serra arrived unannounced 
at Mission Dolores on Oct. 1 and 
remained there until the 10th. On 
Sept. 14, 1779, Captain Juan Fran¬ 
cisco de la Bodega y Cuadra 
anchored his ship La Favorita in 
the bay and out of gratitude for 
having weathered severe storms 
presented to the mission a beauti¬ 
ful large bronze engraving of Our 
Lady of Help which was placed in 
the mission with due ceremony. 
On Oct. 28, Fr. Serra again visited 
Dolores and viewed the gift of 
Captain Cuadra with joy. He con¬ 
firmed 69 persons during his stay. 

On April 25, 1782, the first 
stone for the new church was laid 
and blessed. Building records 
from 1782 to 1793 are missing, but 
when Captain George Vancouver, 
British navigator and writer, vis¬ 
ited there in November, 1792, he 
made note of the fact that the mis¬ 
sionary establishment had grown 
to considerable proportions. Fr. 
Engelhardt believes the new mis¬ 
sion church, begun by Fr. Palou 
was dedicated on Sunday, April 
3, 1791. 

Habitations Built 

At the mission in 1796, 20 habi¬ 
tations for neophytes and their 
families were built. During the 


MISSION SAN FRANCISCO DE 
ASIS 

Founded Oct. 9, 1776 
While historians generally use 
Oct. 9, 1776, as the date of the 
founding of Mission San Francisco 
de Asis, better known as Mission 
Dolores, Fr. Zephrin Engelhardt, 
noted mission historian, fixes June 
29, 1776, as the day on which this, 
the sixth of the early Franciscan 
missionary stations, was estab¬ 
lished and seemingly proves it by 
old records, as we shall see. 

Fr. Engelhardt says that divine 
providence appears to have singled 
out the region around the great in¬ 
land harbor of Northern Califor¬ 
nia for the scene of Indian mis¬ 
sionary activity under the patron¬ 
age of the Seraphic St. Francis. 
The story of the discovery of San 


peninsula and through what now 
are Alameda, Contra Costa and 
Marin counties, the Spaniards 
transferred the name San Fran¬ 
cisco from the little bay at Point’ 
Reyes to the world-renowned body 
of water that now is San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay and on its western shore 
established Mission Dolores. 

Monterey Bay having been lo¬ 
cated in May, 1770, by Portola's 
second land expedition and a sea 
expedition of which Fr. Serra was 
a member, Viceroy Carlos Fran¬ 
cisco de Croix of Mexico ordered a 
San Francisco Bay 


San Francisco Bay. There were 
several battles between Presidio 
treops and neighboring tribes. 

In 1797 the padres and the civil 
and military authorities clashed 
over the question of rights tc Ran¬ 
cho del Rey which was taken for 
the troops, necessitating the pas¬ 
turing of mission stock far down 
the peninsula. 

236 Die of Measles 

Building activities were brisk up 
to 1806 when another epidemic 
of measules brought death to 236 
neophytes in nine months. And 
then in June and July, 1808, se¬ 
vere earthquakes did severe dam¬ 
age at the Presidio. Little is re¬ 
corded of the years 1810 to 1816 ex¬ 
cept that in 1810 Fathers Abello 
and Lucio reported that the in¬ 
terior of the church had been much 
adorned. 

The increase of mortality among 
the San Francisco Indians resulted 
in the establishment across the 
bay in Marin county on Dec. 14, 
1817, of an asistencia, or mission¬ 
ary ranch, having a chapel, bap- 
tisry and cemetery, under the 
patronage of St. Raphael, the 
Archanagel, out of which grew 
Mission San Rafael. 

In 1818 there were only 600 na¬ 
tives at Dolores, while 382 dwelt 
at San Rafael. Governor Luis 
Arguello with the approval of Fr. 
Altimira, who acted without au¬ 
thority, in 1823 planned to discon¬ 
tinue Mission Dolores and Mission 
San Rafael and move to a site in 
what now is Sonoma county and 
on which later was erected Mis¬ 
sion San Francisco Solano at 
Sonoma. The Franciscan su¬ 
periors of the Missions succeeded 
in defeating the scheme. 

No Buyers For It 

Lack of space here prevents any

“Should the crop-income insur¬ 
ance features contained in the 
present program bo enlarged?" 

Farrell and other farm admin¬ 
istration officials, including As¬ 
sistant Director C. C. Conser and 
Harold Schwartz, western area 
chieftain, will represent the fed¬ 
eral government in the discus¬ 
sions. Between four and five state 
officials will be on hand from each 
state prepared to outline the at¬ 
titude of farmers within the va¬ 
rious counties of those states.

Pull 
up the knees, keeping the soles 
of the feet flat on the floor. Clasp 
the arms around the knees and 
hug them close to the body. Now, 
holding this position, rock back¬ 
ward until your weight rests on 
your shoulders and neck. Swing 
up again to the sitting position 
and repeat ten times. 

Take Warm Bath 

When you get up, rotate the 
head slowly about the shoulders, 
first to the left and then to the 
right. After any unusual exercise 
have a warm bath to relax the 
muscles. 

When you wear a low-cut gown, 
be sure that your back is made 
up as carefully as your face. Use 
a good liquid foundation lotion.

1. Elimination of the “time dif¬ 
ferential." Current postal regula¬ 
tions give American ships a lee¬ 
way of 36 hours. For example, an 
American vessel sailing a day and 
a half later than a foreign ship is 
considered eligible, technically, to 
carry mail which could have been 
sent on its rival. 

Poundage Question 

2. Elimination of the “poundage 
differential.” Certain ships not 
under special mail contract are 
paid so much per pound but there 
is a wide range now between 
poundage rates allowed foreign 
vessels (fixed by the Universal 
Postal Union) and those paid 
American vessels. 

Foreign ships, for example, 
carrying mail from North Ameri¬ 
ca to Europe receive 21 cents per 
pound for letters and postcards. 
For carrying the same mail the 
same distance American ships re¬ 
ceive 64 cents. The higher rate, 
postal officials said, has been given 
largely as a government subsidy. 


WASHINGTON, UP)- -Drastic 
changes in the method by which 
American ships now carry oceanic 
mails were "under consideration” 
today at the postofl’ice department 
as a result of the creation of a 
new maritime commission. 

Keener competition between 
foreign-owned and American ves¬ 
sels to obtain mail cargoes will 
“undoubtedly” result if the con¬ 
templated changes are made, one 
official asserted. 

Administer Law 
The maritime commission will 
administer a new law which aims 
to replace the present indirect 
subsidies to the American merch¬ 
ant marine with a system of direct 
subsidies. The indirect subsidies 
are granted through ocean mail 
contracts; the new subsidies will 
have no link with the mail service. 

Special mail contracts will be 
terminated and the mails will be 
carried on a poundage basis.

Hot biscuits, the kind you pull 
apart while juggling to keep from 
burning your fingers, chicken fried 
to a crisp, golden brown and sweet 
potatoes with a caramel coating 
are some of the best known dishes 
classed under "Southern Cookei-y.” 

Maryland Fried Chicken 

Disjoint 1 frying chicken and 
cut into pieces for serving. Dip 
the pieces into 1% cups milk and 
roll in cake flour. Fry. Remove 
the pieces of chicken and pour off 
ail the fat. Now pour 1 cup light 
cream into the pan in which the 
chicken was fried and simmer 
until reduced to half. Pour in the 
milk left from dipping the chicken. 
Rub 2 tablespoons butter to a 
paste with 2 tablespoons flour, 1 
teaspoon salt and % teaspoon pep¬ 
per. Stir in a little hot milk from 
the pan. Return to the pan and 
simmer until the gravy is smooth. 
Strain over the chicken and 
sprinkle with 2 tablespoons finely 
minced parsley. Serve at once or 
reheat in the gravy. 

Beaten Biscuit 

Sift together 4 cups flour, 1 tea¬ 
spoon salt and a pinch of soda— 
about % teaspoon. Work in 1 
tablespoon lard. Add enough ice 
water and milk to make a very 
stiff dough. Turn onto a board 
and knead thoroughly. Then beat 
with a rolling pin until the dough 
blisters and cracks—about 3 min¬ 
utes. Keep the dough in a thick 
mass by folding it over after each 
2 or 3 whacks with the rolling 
pin. The newest method (but a 
Southerner wouldn’t approve of 
it) is to put the biscuit dough 
through the fine knife of a food 
chopper several times. Roll out 
the dough to % inch thickness and 
cut with a small cutter. Prick 
several times with a fork. Bake 
in a moderate oven until light 
brown in color. These are often 
served cold. 

Candied Sweet Potatoes 

Peel and slice raw sweet pota¬ 
toes or yams and cut lengthwise 
in %-inch strips. Place in a bak¬ 
ing dish alternating layer of yams 
with a heavy sprinkling of brown 
sugar, generous dabs of butter, 
a pinch of salt and a dash of 
cinnamon. Cover the top with an 
extra heavy layer of sugar and 
butter. Partly fill the dish with 
hot water and bake covered for 
about an hour. The finished pro¬ 
duct should be really candled, not 
watery.

RALEIGH, N. C. UP)—Some¬ 
thing is going to be done about 
this lazy way of pronouncing 
North Carolina, and President 
Roosevelt, plus Mrs. Fannie M.

Their ambiguous diplomatic 
status, a reliable informant said, 
is beginning to worry Soviet of¬ 
ficials—fearful lest the United 
States might plan a joint ambassa¬ 
dorship to Russia and France. 

Official quarters asserted the 
Soviet Union has not been in¬ 
formed of Bullitt's resignation or 
that he will not return to Moscow.

Nearly one-half of the enroll¬ 
ment at Santa Ana Junior college 
is composed of former graduates 
of the local high school, official 
records from the college registrar’s 
office revealed today. According 
to Miss Mabel C. Whiting, college 
registrar, the total enrollment has 
now mounted to 685, an increase 
over last year’s figure for the sec¬ 
ond week of instruction. 

Santa Ana High school’s grad¬ 
uates figure has reached the 313 
mark, with students formerly re¬ 
siding outside Orange county to¬ 
taling 146, itself being nearly one- 
half of the high school number en¬ 
rolled. 

From Other Schools 

Orange county high schools are 
represented in smaller numbers 
than the two leading divisions. 
Orange Union High school ranks 
third with 77 former graduates in 
the college ranks. Fifty new jay- 
see students are enrolled from 
Tustin High school, and a total of 
20 are entered from Garden Grove 
Union High. 

Other county representatives at 
the junior college and the number 
of students enrolled include: Ana¬ 
heim and Newport Harbor Union 
High schools, 15 each; Huntington 
Beach, nine; San Juan Capistrano 
and Laguna Beach, seven, and Ful¬ 
lerton and Placentia, three each.

BY THE DEMOCRATS 

In a recent publication of a Los 
Angeles newspaper which had its 
front and editorial pages full of 
blood-curdling stories of the de¬ 
vastating effects of the New Deal 
on the country, it was interesting 
to turn to its financial page and 
read the statistics compiled by the 
division of labor statistics for the 
state of California, which showed 
that more people had jobs in Cali¬ 
fornia, and in Orange county, than 
in any month for six years. 

These statistics likewise disclose 
that public utility companies had 
8.4 more workers than a year ago, 
with a slight increase over July. 
Their payrolls were up 12.3 per 
cent over last year, it was like¬ 
wise noted that employment in¬ 
creased moderately in trade lines, 
both over the monthly and yearly 
periods, but average earnings per 
employe declined during August 
from July levels. 

More Business 

Somewhat in line were trends 
noted in studies of business effi¬ 
ciency. Retail stores did about 
11.2 per cent more business than a 
year ago, with 8.9 per cent more 
employes. 

As to factory employment in 
general, August jobs were 97 per 
cent of those to be had in 1926. 
This is the highest ratio to 1926 
since September, 1930. Payrolls, 
however, were only 81 per cent of 
1926 averages, but at that were 
higher than in any month for six 
years. 

These statistics conclusively 
prove that business is advancing 
more rapidly than is the scale of 
wages and the numbers of em¬ 
ployed. It is just another case of 
proving President Roosevelt’s oft- 
repeated contention that business 
was failing to do its share to in¬ 
crease employment alonp r with in¬ 
creasing business conditions.

The National Collegiate Ath¬ 
letic Association’s 1936 football 
guide is sprinkled with the re¬ 
markable achievements of this 
snake-hipped youth who zigged 
and ragged his way to 74 points 
for the Rebels last fall. 

Hapes was fourteenth in na¬ 
tional scoring, led by Ray Zeh of 
Western Reserve with 112. No 
ball-packer in the Pacific Coast 
Conference even approached the 
Garden Grover’s record. 

His most glowing efforts 
were the 90-yard return of a 
kick-off for a touchdown 
against the little southern col¬ 
lege’s red-hot rival, Mississippi 
State; a 95-yard return of a 
punt for a touchdown against 
Southwestern, and a 35-yard 
dash from scrimmage for six 
points against Tennessee. The 
bulk of Hapes’ yardage came 
on the return of punts and 
jaunts right through the line. 
He seldom skirted the ends. 

That he will burn up the turf 
again this season was evidenced 
in Mississippi’s inaugural feud in 
which Hapes shook himself loose 
for a 96-yard touchdown run 
while the Rebels buried Union col¬ 
lege, 45-0, under an avalanche of 
brilliant runs by the Orange 
county youth.

HUMAN SLAUGHTER 
(By Stan Wilson) 

(Orange News! 

The suggestion that perhaps we 
should quit weeping over the 
slaughter in Spain long enough to 
consider the slaughter at home 
has been made by the Independent 
at San Rafael. 

We concern ourselves over daily 
reports of the activities in that 
country, without stopping to real¬ 
ize that we Americans are killing 
each other in almost as large num¬ 
bers as the Spaniards. And we 
cannot justify ourselves merely by 
saying it’s unintentional. 

The Spaniards do it with bullets 
and bombs and bayonets, and we 
do It with motor cars. Traffic 
deaths this summer have been 
totaling more than 3000 a month. 
The total at the end of August 
was nearly 22,000, and by the end 
of the year it may surpass last 
year’s figure of 37,000. The total 
casualties probably will exceed 
1 , 000 , 000 . 

The cars now are better and 
more easily controlled than ever, 
the roads are better, traffic sig¬ 
nals are more widely used. So the 
accidents should be fewer. It is 
speed that makes the difference— 
greater speed without the more 
careful driving that It requires.

Principles of Government_ 


AL SMITH GIVES 
ROOSEVELT “THE AIR” 

NEW YORK. UP)—Former Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith, in a telegram to 
President Roosevelt made public 
here today, stated he had changed 
the time for radio broadcast of 
the speech he will deliver here 
Oct. 1 in order to prevent a con¬ 
flict with broadcast of the Presi¬ 
dent's speech at the same hour 
from Pittsburgh. Smith said his 
action was taken “in deference to 
the high office of President which 
you hold,” adding "I do not de¬ 
sire to interfere with your having 
a nationwide audience.” 


Each of our presidents established principles of government. 
Our present American Democracy is based upon the principles 
established by our presidents and their political associates. The 
purpose of this series of sketches is to point out those Amer¬ 
ican principles.—Robert Gardner. (Today's sketch tells about 
George Washington.—Editor.)

Events in Europe Are 
Peace Threat 


George Washington believed in 
Democracy. He believed in human 
liberty so intensely that he organ¬ 
ized the colonies against the 
Mother country and won freedom 
for the oppressed. 

After the war was won the 
great problem of organizing the 
colonies into a nation confronted 
the leaders, and Washington arose 
to the occasion. He organized 
those men who believed in the 
Jefferson principles of Democracy. 
He organized the followers of 
Hamilton who were political ene¬ 
mies of Jefferson. Both principles 
were used. 

Washington was a practical 
statesman. He was the first presi¬ 
dent under the new constitution. 


His job was a big one. He estab¬ 
lished a postal service, started to 
build a financial system, built an 
army that commanded respect 
and established independence and 
liberty. 

Liberty and freedom might be 
called the American principles ex¬ 
pressed by Washington in his 
deeds and words. His life is the 
great American example. 

Biographical Data 

Born Feb. 22, 1732, died Dec. 
14, 1799. 

He was elected twice but de¬ 
clined the third term. 

He was a surveyor, a soldier, a 
farmer. 

He was married Jan 6, 1759 to 
Martha Curtis, widow of Daniel 
Parke Curtis, a farmer. 


WASHINGTON. CP)— 1 The bu¬ 
reau of agricultural economics re¬ 
ported today the $522,886,000 cash 
income of California’s farmers in 
1935 was the highest in the nation. 

Nearest state to California was 
Texas, where federal benefit pay¬ 
ments amounting to $58,751,000 
helped account for a cash income 
of $461,030,000. Farmers of the 
Golden State received only $7,- 
781,000 aid from the government. 

Receipts from 78 crop and 13 
livestock items were tabulated by 
the bureau in compiling the state 
totals. 

Contributing to California’s half¬ 
billion total were crop receipts 
amounting to $357,747,000, and 
livestock and livestock products 
receipts totalling $165,139,000. 
Comparative figures for 1934, 
when California topped all other 
competitors, were $338,457,000 and 
$135,141,000. 

Only in the matter of gross in¬ 
come, including benefit payments, 
did California bow to another 
state. Here Texas led, $550,630,- 
000 to $537,533,000. Gross income 


WASHINGTON. (A 5 )—The Agri¬ 
cultural administration announced 
late yesterday an amendment to 
the marketing agreement for 
handlers of walnuts grown in Cal¬ 
ifornia, Oregon and Washington 
would become effective Sept. 27. 

Final approval to the amend¬ 
ment was given by Secretary Wal¬ 
lace. 

For the crop year which started 
on Sept. 1, the salable percentage 
of walnuts was increased to 75 
per cent. It was 70 per cent dur¬ 
ing the previous crop year. The 
salable percentage of walnuts may 
be sold in a domestic market as 
unshelled, and the surplus per¬ 
centage may be sold either in the 
domestic market as shelled wal¬ 
nuts or exported. 

Another change in the market¬ 
ing plan, exempts Oregon and 
Washington from the surplus ob¬ 
ligation provisions during the cur¬ 
rent crop year which ends Aug. 
31, 1937. 

The AAA said other modifica¬ 
tions were “for the purpose of 
classification,” and that all amend¬ 
ments had been suggested by the 
walnut control board and consid¬ 
ered at public, hearing on Sept. 8 
at Berkeley, Calif.

Hitler came to the front, he 
added, because of his power to 
play on the emotions of the peo¬ 
ple concerning their treatment by 
the rest of Europe. The speaker 
gave as his opinion that you can¬ 
not put a nation of 65 million 
people in that state of mind with¬ 
out endangering the whole world. 

Years ago the speaker over¬ 
heard a German Republican beg 
other members of the League of 
Nations to do something to mod¬ 
ify the harsh treatment of the 
German people, but nothing was 
done. Now Germany has lost her 
head under the injustice. 

He also said Hitler has more 
power in Germany than Bismark 
ever did. The public welfare has 
been placed high above private 
welfare and has all but killed in¬ 
dividual liberty. Events are tak¬ 
ing place in Germany, he declared, 
which may destroy a great part 
of Europe and even civilization. 

He closed with a warning to 
combat any infringement on free 
speech in America, and to bo on 
guard against any group which 
sets itself up to curb freedom of 
speech.

Pacts in Talk 

MINNEAPOLIS, UP)— Gov. Alf 
M. Landon pointed hi* presidential 
campaign Into Wisconsin, home of 
the pro-administration La Follette 
Progressives, today after a de¬ 
nunciation of the New Deal’s reci¬ 
procal tariff agreements before a 
cheering throng at the Minneapolis 
City auditorium. 

A dozen rear platform talks 
from his special train in a two-day 
swing of Wisconsin were scheduled 
to supplement his major address, 
dealing with social security, at 
Milwaukee Saturday night. 

‘Blind Horse’ 

’’In too many of the present 
agreements,” he declared last night 
in his tariff address, "we are the 
fellow who got the blind horse.” 

To the crowd which filled to 
overflowing the block-long audi¬ 
torium—it has a seating capacity 
of 10 , 000 —he pledged protection 
of ‘‘the American market for the 
American farmer” and promised 
that ‘‘Republicans are going to 
trade not against but in the inter¬ 
est of American producers.” 

Hi* audience cheered repeatedly 
as Landon said: 

Trade Arguments 

‘‘The Republican party . . . 
does not condemn the principle of 
reciprocity. It condemns only the 
kind of trade agreements now 
being made. It condemns thsm 
because they are injurious to 
American citizens and offenslv# 
to American principles. . . . 

“I am opposed to a policy of 
isolation. I want to see a pros¬ 
perous world. Prosperity is good 
insurance against war. . . . 

‘‘At a time like the present, 
when economic nationalism is 
rampant we cannot afford to 
scrap our economic defenses. We 
can be a good neighbor without 
giving away the latchkey to our 
door.” 

NEW RECIPE FOR 
A HAM SALAD 


Since sandwiches and salads are 
the piece de resistance of the 
school lunch box, these same sand¬ 
wiches and salads must be tasty 
ones, else the school spirit will 
sag at noontime and pep will be 
lacking in the afternoon session.

2 tablespoons grated horse¬ 
radish. 

2 cups tender-made ham (cut 
in cubes.) 

1 H cups celery (cut fine.) 

2 hard-boiled eggs. 

Paprika. 

Beat the cream until stiff. Add 
mustard, salt and a dash of cay¬ 
enne. Beat in the mayonnaise, 
then fold in the horseradish, chop¬ 
ped ham, and celery. Garnish 
with hard-cooked eggs and 
sprinkle with paprika.
